There is no State in the winter-wheat belt 
from which I have received better reports as 
to the general condition of the growing wheat 
than from Michigan. The crop looks weil. 
Small in growth, but healthy. Farmers are 
about fourteen days late with their spring 
seeding. Very little corn or oats on hand. 
Many farmers are now buying corn, and both 


corn and oats will have to be largely shipped | 


into the State betore harvest. 
CONCLUSIONS. 

Winter wheat has about held its own. Im- 
provement if any very sight.

PROSPECTs FOR WINTER WHEAT. 


Considerable Damage Said to Have Been 
Done by Cold Weather. 

Toizpo, O., April 18.—During the last four 
days C. A. King & Co. have received over 
4,000 reports, covering every important wheat 
county in Ohio, Indiana, IIlinois, Michigan, 
Kansas, and Missouri. The report shows 
that the prospects for winter wheat in the 
States named were very favorable until last 
month, except in Michigan. , Michigan suf- 
fered last full, while damage in the other 
States was done mostly by the freezing in 
March. Kansas complains some of damage 
by winds. Michigan shows some improve- 
ment over two weeks ago, when the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture returns for April were 
gathered. Ohio and Missouri has improved 
some and Kanse atrifie. Indiana and IIIi- 
nois show no muierial change, some sections 
becoming decidedly worse and others which 
were good becoming better. 

All of the States promise worse than a 
year ago. Indiana and IIhnnois are much 
worse, Missouri somewhat worse, Michigan 
worse, Kansas a trifle worse, but Ohio nearly 
as good, being only fair last year. 
ports show that about one-fifth of the last 

remains in the farmers’ hands, mills,

Herman Helt Says His Wife’s Father Has

TROOPS ORDERED TO MONTANA, 


They Will Maintain Order During the Influx 
of Immigration. 

Sr. Pavt, Minn., April 18.—[Special.]—Gen. 
Ruger, Commander of the Department of Da- 
kota, has ordered a detachment of regulars 
into camp at a point eight miles from the 
junction of tne Cheyenne and Belleforche 
Rivers in Montana. The General, however, 
does not anticipate serious trouble with the 
Indians. There is a long stretch of country 
between Forts Sully and Meade, and he 
thought it advisable to have troops stationed 
at some point between the two forts to assist 
the Indian Agent in maintaining order dur- 
ing the influx of immigration. The country 
along the rivers will be the first to be settled, 
and the presence of troops will make the set- 
tlers feel more secure. The Indians have 
one yeur from the date when the reservation 
was opened in which to select lands which 
they are entitled to hold in severalty. In 
making these selections they may come in 
contact with settlers, and for this reason 
also it has been thought advisable to increase 
the availability of troops.

It is the hope 
of the lottery people that the Legislature will be persuaded to see the wisdom of submitting this 
proposition to the people to be voted on at the general election of 1992.

The duties of the President, 
Vice-Presidents, Secretary, Treasurer, and 
Auditor are not dissimilar to those 
of like officers in other stock con- 
cerns. The Treasurer will give bonds in 
such sum and with such sureties 
as the Board of Directors approve, and the 
Auditor shall see that all bonds required o 
officers or employés are given. 

Vacancies in the board may be filled by 
elections’ by the board from nominations 
made at a vreceding meeting. 

The following committees are to be ap- 
pointed: Finance, nine members; Buildings 
and Grounds, nine members; Judiciary, 
seven members; National and Stave Exnib- 
its, five members; Foreign Exhibits, five 
members; Printing and Publishing, nve 
members; Transportation and Public Com- 
fort, seven members; Art, seven members. 

The Board of Directors is required to elect 
a Director-General, whose duties, powers, 
and compensation it is to fix. Bids for con- 
tracts involving sums of more than $2, 000 
must be. invited by advertising three times in 
at least two daily Chicago newspapers.

THE OMNIVOROUS SCHOOL BOOK TRUST. 


Indiana the Latest Victim to the Big Four 
Pool. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., April 18.—[Svecial.]— 
After all the strenuous efforts of the last 
Legislature to drive the great school book 
publishers and their high prices out of this 
State, it seems that Indiana has fallen com- 
pletely into the hands of the pool recently 
formed by these publishers. Under tne new 


law the Indiana School Book jcompany was 


organized and contracted with the State to 
furnish books at fixed prices for 
five years, and their series have been 
introduced into all the schools of 
the State. One of the publishing companies, 
commonly referred to as the big four.“ had 
an option on the Standard Publishing com- 
pany for three years, and today it was au- 
nounced by persons known to be friendly to 
tne combine, “ that it had bought the Stand- 
ard, which owns the copyrights and publishes 
the books which are in use in the Indiana 
schools. The books known as the Indiana 
school-book series, with the exception of the 
geographies, are precisely the same as those 
known as the Standard, except that the title 
page is different, and they are published 
under a separate copyright.

THE GAS COMPANY HAS DECLARED WAR. 


An Ordinance Restricting the Price of Gas 
Makes Trouble in St. Louis. 

Sr. Louis, Mo., April 18.—The Laclede Gas- 
light compauy has declared war on the city 
as a result of the passage of the ordinance 
fixing the price of gas at 90 cents. In the 
latter part of 1889 the Laclede company ab- 
sorbed the St. Louis Gaslight company and 
Jan. 1 reduced the price of gas to $1.25 per 
1,000 feet. Subsequently the Municipal As- 
sembly passed an ordinance prohibiting gas- 
light companies from charging in excess of 
90 cents per 1,000 feet. This ordinance was 
vetoed by Mayor Noonan, but was after- 
wards passed over the Mayor’s veto. This 
morning the Laclede Gaslight company ap- 
peared before Judge Vaillant of the Circuit 


Court and asked for an injunction restrain-. 


ing the city from carrying out the provisions 
of the ordinance. The city was not repre- 
sented, and while Judge Valiant did not 


grant the injunction asked he made an order. 


calling upon the city to show cause why such 
an injunction should not issue. A long and 
bitter legal fight is anticipated.

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AN UNEXPECTED END TO THE CAR- 
PENTERS’ STRIKE PROBABLE. 


It Will Come Through a League Between 
the New Boss Carpenters and Bailders 
Association the Joarneymen—To- 
day Will Decide—The Effect of Such # 
Unioa—Manifesto from North Side Mas- 
ter Carpenters—Strike Notes. 


A settiement of the carpenters’ strike is at 
last in sieht. It will not be in the form ex- 
pected, and it may result in a shifting around 
of the building trade. 

The settlement will be brought about bya 
league between the journeymen and the new 
Boss Carpenters’ and Builders’ Association. 
When Jacob Portz, a North Side contractor, 
started out a week ago to bring together the 
contractors who would be willing to recog- 
nize the union of the journeymen, and, fol- 
lowing the example of the master masons 
and bricklayers, make contracts from year 
to year to regulate their relations to each 
other, he was laughed at by the old Carpen- 
ters’ and Builders’ Association. Today 
that organization has no more dangerous 
enemy than this same Boss Carpenters’ and 
Buiiders’ Association. If the alliance, which 
is now in a fair way of being consummated, 
holds together it requires only the support of 
those who have building to do in order to 
throw ail the building business inte the 
hands of this new organization. What the 
effect upon the cld master carpenters’ organ- 
ization will be is not difficult to foretell. A 
complete backdown in the shape of a recogni- 
tion by it of the union in the eleventh hour 
is not probable. Without such official recog- 
nition the members of the oid association 
cannot get union men to work for them, and 
where they will get non-union men is a prob- 
lem which they bave not yet solved. If they 
want to get men they must join the new 
association and subscribe to the recognition 
of the union. If the move is successful it is 
the death-blow of the the old Master Car- 
penters’ Association. | 

Today will decide whether this league will 
be consummated. How probable such a con- 
summation is maybe judged from the fact 
that yesterday committees of both organiza- 
tions went to Kensington and organized the 
carpenters there. fhe journeymen got near- 
ly all their fellow craftsmen into the union 
and the bosses received from 
every employing carpenter in Kensington to 
join the new ‘“bosses’’’ association at the 
meeting this evening at No. 116 Fifth avenue. 

A great deal will also depend upon the 
architects. Up to the present time they 
have been the friends of tne old master car- 

nters’ organization. Their interest may 

duce them to throw their influence in fa- 
vor of the new organization. It ali depends 
upon bow anxious people are to have their 
building done. 
AN IMPORTANT CONFERENCE. 

The Arbitration Committee of the new 
Boss Carpenters’ and Builders’ Association 
met the Arbitration and Strike Committees 
of the journeymen yesterday at the iatter’s 
headquarters. The “bosses’’”’ committee 
consisted of Jacob Portz, Charies King 
Charles A. McKay, J. R. Scott, andJ. W. 
Walker. The strikers were represented b 
Wook pk Winn otug, “Ben 

eeks, ams, oung tt, 

Stern, Stugerd, and Marquis. 
The discussion was entirely unrestrained. 
The “ bosses’’ were ready to concede the 
point tha they would employ only union men, 
for, as a member of their committee said dur- 
ing the debate, they could not get any non- 
union men anyway, so it made no difference 
whetner they conceded the point or not. The 
question of wages was not discussed. 

The representatives of the strikers were 
cautious. Many of them were opposed to an 
agreement to return to work being made wit. 
any before it could be made all along the 
line. © experience of three years ago 
served asa warning. During the strike of 
1887 a similar effort was made to start 
an organization ot contractors not belong- 
ing to the Carpenters’ and Builders’ 
Association. Oniy a few men joined it, and 
it failed. The strikers had made an agree- 
ment with it, and on its failure were leftin a 
worse position than before. These facts 
were gone over in detail. The “ bosses’” 
committee met them by pointing to what 
they had done. They had incorporated their 
new organization in order to be able to make 
a binding contract, and had added to their 
membership sufficiently to employ, with the 
contracts they had at the present time, 3,500 


men. If they resumed work and the old as- 


sociation did not they expected to get a 


great majority of the contracts that would 


otherwise have gone to the old association, 
and thus be able before long to give employ- 
ment to nearly all the journeymen. 

This was the pomt on which the discussion 
turned, The reventatives of the strikers 
demanded proofs that the new “bosses’” 
association would be able to employ as many 
men as they claimed. The proofs could not 
be had ata moment’s notice. So au under- 
standing was reached that the committee of 
the *“ bosses’’ should secure a list of the 
‘membership of their orgavization for the ex- 
amination of the committee of the journey- 
men. This list will be stbmitted to them 
this morning. The journeymen think they 
have sufficient acquaintance with the trade 
to be able to tell from the list of members 
what merit there is in the claims of the 
„ bosses.”’ 

It was further agreed that the committee 
of the strikers should this evening attend the 
meeting of the new bosses’ association in 
— to come to a final settlement if possi- 
bie. 

The new Boss Carpenters’ and Builders’ 
Association will meet this evening at No. 116 
Fifth avenue. All emploving carpenters are 
urgeutly invited to attend. 

THB NORTH SIDE BRANCH. 

The North Sice branch of the old Carpen- 
ters’ and Builders’ Association has issued 
the following statement of its position: 

We are governed by the same laws and code of 
principles as the parent organization. Tne North- 
era Branch of the Carpenters’ and Builders’ As- 
sociation makes a statement in which it says 
that they are governed by the same. We are no 
more able to make contracts with trades’ unions 
or others that would be binding on individual 
members of the association than they are. We 
of necessity leave each member to make his own 
terms with his own workmen, and will not at- 
tempt to interfere with either employer or work 
man in his effort to manage his business in 
his own way and make such terms as he may 
deem most couducive to the interest of his 
business. We are desirous as any one that this 
strike should cease,and we earnestly desire a 
chance to resume business, but we wish this ao- 
complished without sacrificing that liberty of 
action and control of our own affairs that be- 
long to every American citizen. We shall im- 
pose no such conditions on our workmen, and we 
will accept none. We have in all honorable 
ways tried to avoid this dispute, We have as 
earnestly tried to settle and adjust it. We have 
conced: all they askin the number of 
They wish to work, they have said, eight 
hours. and we are satisfied; we have shown we 
are ready to satisfy them in w They con- 
cede there is no diMiculty on these points; but 
we are now confronted with a demand which 
every right minded person must know is con- 
trary to all sense of justice and is aiike injurious 
to both em er and workman. They now de- 
mand we employ none but members of 
their union. Weare told that the thousands of 

Ts, as deserving in every way as 
„ Must de driven out of emnlerment oxt of 
their homes, out of the country if necessary; 
they will have no competitors. They must all 
the trust— no home, no peace for them out 
of it.

AN “EIGHT-HOUR DAY” ULTIMATUM, 


The American Federation of Labor Dis 
cusses the Outlook. 

New York, April 18.—[Special.]—Within 
less than a fortnight the American Federa- 
tion of Labor, a body claiming about 63,000 
members, promises to begin its “campaign 
for the eight-hourday. It is of interest to 
know authoritatively just what the federa- 
tion want and how it proposes to go to 
work to secure it. The President of the 
American Federatuon of Labor writes to 


Bradstreet’s as follows: 

The history of the industrial development of 
this country shows that the eight-bour day can- 
not be much longer deferred. The campaign is 
on, the hosts have been marshaled, drilled, am- 
munition has been and is being provided, pub- 
lic sympathy and sentiment have n aroused, 
and the grand army of labor is ready for the bat- 
tle. The men in shops and factories and in all 
branches of labor will contribute to the success 
of the movement and neariy a million of or- 
ganized men and miilions of others in sympathy 
are centering their hopes and their energies 
upon the one tte. point—eight hours. 

In fact, the battle lines have been drawn, and 
if the employers in any large cities of the coun- 
try refuse to atiopt the eight-hour day the car- 
penters will strike and will receive the support 
of the federation to the fullest extent of its 
funds, and other trades will open their treasuries 
to sustain them. Many of the employers are 
ready to grant the concessions but are held back 
by the power of their organizations, while other 
large employers privately declare that they 
are holdt back to see if the men mean 
business, e prospects of the building 
trades are good, and men of brains and money 
will not long persist in fighting the inevitable. 
The building contractors base their hope of suo- 
cess upon their ability to secure a sufficient num- 
ber of non-union carpenters and thus create a 
panic in the ranks of the union men. That they 
will fail in this is evident for two reasons: First, 
that non- union men in this instance will mani- 
fest their sympathy with union men, and sec 
ond, because non-union men have learned that 
they endanger their own position when they be- 
come “scabs.” Amid the diversity of theories 
advanced for the solution of the labor problem 
the eight-hour movement has held its place 
as the measure nearest the eart 

the laboring man. The complaint 
that the builders and contractors cannot 
afford the reduction is a confession that they 
ought not to make. They have had ample time 
to prepare for the Ist of May, 1890, and they must 
have known that their refusal to concur with the 
workman would precipitate a strike, and they 
also know that strikes are too expensive, The 
loss of time caused by a strike, even if it lasts 
but One month, will cost the employers more 
than they would lose by the adoption of the 
eight-hour day May 1. If it was possible to 
sturve the men into submission the product 
would not be much greater, even f as great, as 
the product under eight hours cheerfully given. 

So far this month (seventeen days) there 
have been 76 strikes reported to Bradstreet’ 
involving 21,542 strikers, and 19,000 rend 
idle in consequence, whereas last year the 
total number for the entire month was 61, 
and the number of men involved was 12,193. 
Since Jan. 1 the total number of strikes re- 
ported to this journal is 253, involving 29,321 
men on strike, whereas last year, from Jan. 
1 to May 1, there were only 221 strikes, and 
48,924 men on strike, 


INDIANAPOLIS CAKPENTERS’ TERMS. 


A General: Tie-Up Threatened Unless the 
Contractors Accede to Their Demands. 
INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., April 18.—[Special.]— 

The strike of the carpenters took on a more 

serious aspect today when the strikers’ dis- 

trict committee served personal notive 
upon each of the contractors that, 
unless either the strikers demands 
were acceded to or their organ- 
ization was recognized by granting their re- 
quest for a conference by tomorrow night, a 
general strike in ail building trades wouid 
be inaugurated Monday morning. Inasmuch 
as every other union in the building trades 
has by resolution indorsed the position of 
the carpenters there is no question of the 
strikers’ ability to carry out their threat 
and bring all building operations in the 
city to a dead stanastill Organized labor 
outside of the building trades has pledged 
1 to the movement in the carpenters’ 
behalf, and if the contracters persist in hold- 
ing out against the demands of the journey- 
men there is no foreseeing where the tie- 
up” may end. Some of the contractors made 
an effort to get together a meeting tonight, 
but failed. The notice brought over twelve 
contractors this evening, some of whom are 
members of the association. The President 
of the association says the threat will have 
no effect upon that body, as it would only be

He Bas No Fears of a Strike. 
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CENSURED FOR THE OUTCOME OF THE 
CASES AGAINST TBE GAMBLERS, 


General Dissatisfaction on Account of the 
Ease with Which Hankins and His As- 
sociates Got Out of Their Difficulty— 
The State’s-Attorney Thinks He Has 
Won a “Moral Victory "—George Baker 
Declares That the Indictments Were 
All Right. 

There was general disgust among respecta- 
ble men of all political parties yesterday at 
the outcome of the gambiing cases. The dis- 
position was to lay the whole blame on 
State’s-Attorney Longenecker. It was urged 
that had he devoted his energies and un- 
doubted abilities to the prosecuuon of the 
cases Hankins would have been piaced be- 
hind the bars, gambimg broken up, and 
Mayor Cregier inaicted for neglect of duty. 
There, were sighs. for a Repub- 
lican Grinnell. It did not matter 
that while Grinnell was State’s-Attorney 
gambling flourished unchecked. The Re- 
publicans require a more zealous perform- 
ance of duty from the men they elect to of- 
fice than do the Democrats. It Mr. Longe- 
necker were a candidate for reslection next 
fall he would not get half the Republican 
vote. Heis now the most unpopular Repub- 
lican official in Chicago, not excepting Cor- 
oner Hertz. 

The refusal of Judge Waterman to act on 
Mr. Longenecker’s recommendation to ac-

State’s-Attorney’s lack of energy. The ac- 
quiescence of Judge Hawes in the fines set- 
tiement is not recognized as of any conse- 
quence.

Why did McGar'igie 
plead guilty last year to the charge of defraud- 
ing Cook County? Does anyone imagine that 
the $1,000 fines imposed upon such criminals is a 
real punishment? 

The fining of Hankins and Romayne in the 
Criminal Court yesterday was 22 the most 
flagrant mockery of justice in k County with- 
in recent years. 

“A MORAL VICTORY.” 

Mr. Longenecker replied: I did well in 
this case. I got Hankins, Romayne, Foss, 
and Jordan to plead gwity. The first two 

aid fines of $1,000 each, the latter two of 

each. That was at least a moral vic- 
tory.”’ 

„But you could have sent Hankins to jail 
on his own confession *” 

“ Hankins would not have confessed if he 
had known he was to be sent to jail.” 

“Then why not have prosecuted him for a 
jail or a prison sentence!“ 

J might nave done that, only I had reason 
to doubt the certainty of aconviction. Now, 
here are the cases of Condon and Dahl. Both 
refuse to plead guilty or to payafine. Their 
attorneys assert they will not pay the fines 
because we cannot prove that they are guilty 
as charged in the indictment.”’ 

“But is it not notorious that they keep 
gambling houses! 

„There's the rub. You and I would be 
willing to believe it but would not be willing 
to swear to it. The evidence was procured 
through a quarrel among the gamblers, That 
quarrel has been patched up. Our grand 
jury witnesses cannot be found. They have 
fled the city or their memory is poor. The 
fact of gambling can de easiiy proved. The 
ownership of the houses is a more difficult 
matter. The houses are leased on 
fictitious names. The dealers are hired 
by outside parties. Everything is done 
with a view to defeating the law. Every po- 
liceman in the City seems to have been spe- 
cially employed to deleat the prosecution of 
the gamblers. We have received no assist- 
ance trom the City Government, the Superin- 
tendent of Police, or his subordinates. That 
is the position we are in. A plea of 
guilty by Hankins and his fellow, was under 
the circumstances a great moral victory. It 
was an acknowledgment that gambling was 
going on when Mayor Cregier swore o the 
contrary, and Marsh and the other fellows 
were not aware that the vice was being prac- 


ticed.”’ 
THE INDICTMENTS: 

The following passage also appeared in a 
morning paper: 

The able assistants of the State’s-Attorney, 
with long years of experience in drawing iron- 
clad indictments against criminals, actually ex- 
pect the public to believe that anything stood in 
the way of sending Hankins and mayne to the 
penitentiary except their own culpable flaws in 
a most ordinary indictment. 

George Baker, who wrete the indictment, 
said: The indictment is all right. Judge 
Waterman has sustained it in every point. 
The flaw is in the record, which shows that 
Hankins was indicted twice, pleaded guilty 
twice, and was fined twice. The ples of 
guilty on the second indictment was entered 
prior to that in the first indictment. But in 
drawing the indictment I had to take cogni- 
zance of the two pleas of guilty. The Judge 
took cognizance of the order of the pleas 
and of the fact that the punishments in both 
cases were fines. There was no jail sentence. 
There could be no penitentiary sentence as 
a sequence. It was not for me to antici- 

ate a decision’ on so fine a point.

While the statement was plausible enough 
the fact remains that the people are dissatis- 
fied with the conduct of the prosecution in 
the gambling cases.

MEXICO TO CONVERT SUBSIDY DEBTS, 


Finance Minister Dublan Asks for Author- 
ity to Negotiate the Loan. 

Crrr or Mexico, April 18.—Finance Minis- 
ter Dublan, under date of April 15, sent a 
communication to Congress in which, after 
mentioning the great progress made in rail- 
road building and the consequent large 
amount in subsidies granted by the 
Government, which have been and are 
being paid by the custom-house, 
he demands authority o negotiate 
a loan not to exceed the amount 
actually owing to railroads for subsidies, the 
loan to be negotiated with banks, we rail- 
roads themselves, or private parties.

He Will Finish Bis Term in the State 
Central Committee.

THE WRIGHT MURDER TRIAL. 


An Employee of the Prisoner Relates the 
Story of the Shooting. 

Benzonia, Mich., April 18.— [Special. 
The Wright murder trial was resumed be- 
fore Judge Aldrich this morning, the last 
juror being secured just prior to noon ad- 
journment. After opening speeches by 
counsel on both sides the first witness was 
called. He was one of Wright’s former em- 
pioyés, and had been ordered by Wright to 
assist in rolling - in the logs in dispute, but 
when ordered to stop by Sheriff Marshall he 
had obeyed the order. Marshall arrested an 
Indian named Peter James, and called upon

The Mother and Brother of the Murdered 
Man Give Testimony. 

A pleasant-faced little woman clad in gar- 
ments of deepest black took the witness- 
stand in the Purdy murder case yesterday 
afternoon. She was Mrs. Reinniger, mother 
of the murdered man. She said she last saw 
her son alive Aug. 9 or 10, 1889, when he left 
home in Johnstown, Pa. 

“Did youever see his body again,” Mr. 
Neeley asked. 

“Yes, sir; it was brought to our house by 
an undertaker after it came from Chicago. 
As soon as the box was opened and I saw the 
body 1 said it was my son Samuel’s. I knew 
R dy a birth mark and by burns on the

Iodis seemed to clinch beyond all doubt the 
identification of the body. Mr. Neeley then 
handed to the witness a licht necktie, a cheap 


_ geVven-stone pin, a ring, and watch and chain. 


Mrs. Reinniger identified them as her son's. 
All of these articles had been found in 
Purdy’s trunk in Mansfield, although he 
stoutly protested that he had nothing that 
ever belonged to Reinniger except the ring. 

William Reinniger, a red-cheeked lad of 
17. brother of the dead man, also swore to 
the identification of the y and to his 
brother’s ownership of the articles shown to 
his mother. Mr. Neeley had no more wit- 
nesses to call at the moment ana will close 
the case for tne State this morning. 

At the morning session Desk Sergeant 
Monahan ot the Kensingtoa police testified 
to searching the kets of the dead man 
and finding the p of paper with the ad- 
dress of Edith Kyner of Mansfield. 
Town Marshal Leman of Mansfield, who ar- 
rested Purdy, testified to that fact 
and to finding Reinniger’s ring on Purdy’s 
chain. Mayor McCrory of Mansfield detailed 
several conversations he had had with Purdy. 
When confronted with the fact that Rein- 
niger’s watch, chain, and shirt had been 
found in his trunk Purdy bad only said: 1 
didn’t think it was necessary to say any- 
thing about them.” Inspector Hunt supplied 
many of the little links necessary to connect 
the evidence of other witnesses. He had 
asked Puray to account for nis having a re- 
turn ticket from Wildwood in his pocket 
when there was none in RKeinniger’s clothes 
and the prisoner declared they come in 
on another road. 

The State will insist that Purdy had this 
ticket because, having rifled Purdy’s pock- 
ets, he had two return tickets, and naturally 
used only one himself. A strong case of cir- 
cumstantial evidence has been made out, and 
the State says it will be hard for Purdy to 
show how Reinniger could have got back to 
Wildwood and got shot if he left bim at 
the Baltimore and Onio depot bound for St. 
Elmo at 8 o’clock that Monday afternoon. 
The defense will claim that no motive for 
the murder has been snown, insisting thut 
the articles of Reinniger’s found in Purdy’s 
trunk were of no value, and that there has 
been no satisfactory evidence of the mur- 
dered man’s havi had any amount of 
Money in his possession.

The Dairy Men Will Make the Consumers 
Pay for the Ica.

panies, Which Have Been Asked to Be- 

store Old Rates on the Floor of the Ex- 
change—Robert Lindbiom’s Interest. 

% Tne committee has seen Mr. Tubbs of the 

Western Union and he has promised to con- 


sult with Col. Clowry about granting our re- 


quest to make the same rates as were in 
vogue on the flour of the exchange prior to 
April 1. We also saw Mr. Parker of the 
Postal Telegraph company, and he promised 
to let us know the decision of the New York 
office. We were received with great suavity. 
I think the companies are sure to make the 
conbession, which would be to reduce the 
rates from 40 cents per message to 15 cents.” 

It was Mr. Robert Lindblom who was taik- 
ing. He looked out over Lincoln Park, where 
the grass was so bypocritically green and the 
suo so deceitfully bright that one might have 
ventured out in a seersucker coat and straw 
hat, only to come back covered with goose- 
flesh and filled with a wild longing to sit on 
the radiator and drink hot lemonades. 

“Yes,” he continued, I think they will 
grant it, but sometimes I wish—never mind 
about that, though. You know, of course, 
that the Western Union will send a dispatch 
from the Board of Trade here to the Miiwau- 
kee Exchange for five cents. No? Well, 
some ten years ago the Western Union gath- 
ered in a competitor. [forget wnat its name 
was, but at any rate, the rate for messages 
was at once put up from 15 cents to 25 ceuts. 
There was quite a protest against that. We 
asked the Western Union to return to the old 
rates; itrefused. Then several members of 
both boards, myself among them, built 
a line from here to Milwau- 
kee for $13,600. We have been offered 
$100,000 for it by the Western Union, but a 
provision in we by-laws that no member 
could transfer his stock without first offering 
it to the stockholders at par prevented the 
Western Union from ever absorbing it. It 
paid for itself withina year. The estern 
Union came down to 15 cents a message and 
then dropped to 8 cents. We still keep up 
our rate—10 cents—but the Chicago and Mil- 
waukee telegraph company does a good busi- 
ness, and the last semi-annual dividend was 
15 per cent on the capital stock. 

READY TO BUILD ANOTHER LIND, 

“Tf the telegraph companies do not yield 
this concession then a 3 ‘line will be 
established between New York and Chicago, 
with connections to the Toledo, Buffalo, Al- 
bany, and possibly Boston aud Philadelphia 
exchanges. The only regret I have about my 
trip to Europe, on which I startin a fortnigut. 
is that I can’t start such a line. A company 
was organized two years ago to build such a 
line, and I have here the signed and sealed 
contract to construct the line. It fell through. 
It was the intention to sell the bonds to 
build the line, but in order to do that there 
had to be a regular assured income, I tried 
to get ten private wire houses to put in our 
wires at $3,000 a year each (they were then 
paying $18,000 a year), but they were afraid 
of the Western Union. But that line was 
to be built without any of the stockholders 
putting upa dollar. It was to have cost $250,000 
or perhaps $300,000. It migut cost a little more 
now for the right of way, but I wouldn't 
want more than $1,000,000 to put the line in 
full operauon. There are 1. members of 
the Board of Trade nere. Let each man sub- 
scribe $500. Let each one of the 1,100 mem- 
bers of the New York Exchange subscribe 
$000, and there's another $1,000,000. 
There is no question about getting the 
money. I could get it all in twenty-four 
hours—as fast as I could see „ Sup- 
posing the operating expenses per 
cent ot the cost; that’s $100,000. Add anotner 
10 per cent for the dividend, and that’s $200,- 
000. I do $25,000 worth of ‘telegraphing my- 
self in a year. Eight sucht dealers would pay 
expenses and makea profit. It would pay from 
the start. It could be used exclusively for 
Board-of-Trade business up to 5 o’clock. 
After that it might be bired as a private 
wire by Tue Turpune for $1,000 a year, or any 
nominal sum. That would be better than 
keeping it idle. Or it might take the pub- 
lic’s messages after 5 o’clock ana charge five 
cents for ten words.”’ 

How about the right-of-way?” 

It would not be along the railroads. That 
is already. monopolized. . would be, prefer- 
ably, along the public. roads, with testing 
stations, say fifty miles apart... It would be 
much easier to repair a break on such a line. 
There need be no wait for trains and it is 
much easier to detect a break while one is 
rid ng on horseback than on a train. This is 
a matter in which I am much interested. It 
will not be deferred long. When it is estab- 
lished it will be the nucleus for a Govern- 
mental postal telegraph.“ 


GOV, FIFER AND THE LINCOLN MEMORIAL. 


A Silly Rumor About ‘the Address of the 
Occasion Contradicted. 

SPRINGFIELD, III., April 18.—[Special.]—A 
good deal of talk has been indulged in the 
last few days over an alleged snub given by 
Gov. Fiter to the Turners and the Grand 
Army posts who participated in the com- 
memoration of the anniversary of the death 
of Lincoln Tuesday by the Governor's dec- 
lation to deliver the address of the occa- 
sion, There seems to be no foundauon what- 
ever for the story, and aside from those who 
seek to make a sensation out of it no one 
gives the matter a second thought. 

In speaking of the matter today Gov. Fifer 
said: “ There is no foundation whatever for 
this story, and I do not suppose that any- 
body seriously believes that there is one word 
of truth in it.

Hoover, Presi- 
dent of the Lincoln Memorial League, called 
at my office and invited me to deliver an ad- 
dress. Our interview was very friendly. I 
declined on the ground that I had been sick 
all winter and had recently taken a violent 
cold which rendered it dangerous, if not im- 
possible, for me to speak to a large audience 
in the open air at this season of the year.

THE VICTIMS OF COMMERCIAL AGENCIES. 

It is probable that the commercial agencies 
of the country will cease doing business in 
South Dakota. The Legislature of that State 
passed a law requiring every agency doing 
business within its limits to deposit $50,000 in 
the State Treasury, subject to juagment and 
garnishment of versons injured financially 
by the agency making the deposit. Similar 
laws have been introduced in tne Legisla- 
tur es of many States, for there are every- 
where men who think that their business 
has been injurea by the unflattering or, as 
they call them, false or malicious reports of 
these agencies. 

There isno doubt that the organizations 
complained of, which seem to be a sort of 
necessary evil, have It in their power to do 
infinite mischief to individuals. They can, 
if they choose, or err, destroy the credit of 
thousands of the business-men of the coun- 
try. The system of spying and detection 
which they have gotten up is not perfect, and 
false reports, prompted by the malice, stu- 
pidity, or carelessness of local agents, may 
send a merchant to bankruptey. But for 
errors of every kind the agencies decline to 
hola themselves responsible, and they boast 
that though continually sued they have been 
forced to pay damages but once. 

On the other hand, the debtors, justifiable 
though their complaints often are, should re- 
member that these agencies are the outgrowth 
of that very credit system which they them- 
selves insist on retaining and on which they 
depend to get along in the world. Abolish 
credits and make cash the king and these 
agencies will go up like smoke. Credivis the 
mother of doubt and curiosity. The moment 
A thinks of selling goods on time to B or 
lending him some cash, he is seized with an 
uncontrollable desire to know all about B. 
He wishes to know not merely what he is 
worth, but what his habits are, Does he 
drink, gambie, speculate, or take flyers on 
the Board of Trade? Has any unmarried 
woman got a pull on him? If married, is his 
family extravagant or economical? A knows 
that the rephes which B himself might make 
to these questions cannot necessarily be 
trusted, for every man speaks a little more 
kindly of himself than some of his neighbors 
may do. So A turns elsewhere to get, that in- 
formation which has so much to do with the 
question of giving the credit asked for. If a 
commercial agency offers it, he buys it, with- 
out stopping to inquire how it is acquired. It 
may be gotten by listening at keyholes, by 
shadowing, by asking your banker, by hints 
dropped at the clubs in gossip, or by any other 
of those methoas by Which fuformation is 
gieuned. 

But it so happens that many creditors are 
likewise debtors, and things which seemed 
right to them when they were playing the 
first part seem wrong when they are playing 
the second. Thus A finds no fault with an 
agency as long as it gives him tiie latest inside 
information about B’s habits and standing, 
but when he finds that the same concern is 
retailing to C, who is his creditor, the gossip 
ofthe town about his pecuniary and other 
matters he waxes wroth and wants the pro- 
tection of the Legisiature. Those creditor- 
debtors who are well spoken of in the 
agency’s reports find no fault; those who are 
not kick up a bobbery. 

It will be seen that the selfishness of man 
has much to do with the evil which is com- 
plained of, and also with the efforts which 
are making bere and there to remedy it. 
There will always be those who will buy in- 
formation, and others who will growl when 
their little peccadilloes are exposed, and 
their Eastern creditors are told that they 
spend more time at poker than at prayers. 
As selfishness cannot be rooted out, suppos- 
ing the victims of the agencies abandon the 
credit system, ask credit of no man, and give 
ittono man, It will then be a matter of in- 
difference to them how they are rated, and 
they will not care what cabalistic marks are 
put opposite the names of others.

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THE SUPREME ape 2 D THE DRAINAGE 
ACT. 


When the Legislature passed the Drainage 
law there was no hostility to the measure in 
this city or its environs, except that it was 
felt the General Assembly had imposed hard 
terms iu some things on the people, but it 
was seen to be the best that could then be 
secured. There was no opposiuon to the 
law when it was unanimously ratified by the 
voters of the Sanitary District. But within 
the last few weeks tnere have been open 
signs of hostihty to the law. Lawyers have 
been hired to fight it, newspapers have at- 
tacked it, and there have of late been inti- 
mations which have been welcomed with joy 
in certain quarters that the Supreme Court 
would declare the law unconstitutional, As 
these hints and whisperings have come from 
those who knew in advance that the first 
Annezaon act would be declared invalid, 
and that Mike McDonald’s brother would es- 
cape from his penitentiary sentence, they are 
perhaps entitled to some weight as good 
guessers. 

All this antipathy to the law, which, by the 
way, has appeared among the worst class of 
machine men of both parties, has come into 
being since the election of the trustees. 
Prior to that time the men who pushed the 
Coys and Gahans for trustees thought the 
measure an admirable one. They are now 
hiring lawyers and setting up grogshops to 
fight it, They favored the act while they 
thought they were to hold office and 
handle funds and run the job, and their 
eyes were not opened to its alleged un- 
constituuonality till they had been knocked 
heels over head by the voters at the polls. 
Having lost the fat which they fancied was 
theirs, they are determined to pull the house 
down, or in other words to smash the law 
and have no sanitary drainage. Will the Su- 
preme Court play into their hands? That is 
just what everybody is anxious to know. 
Will the wrath of baffled and rapacious plun- 
derers be gratified, or will tus gang meet with 
as decided treatment from the court as from 
the voters? 

The constitutionality of the law has been 
attacked by those disappointed spoilsmen on 
the ground that, while there are citizens of 
Chicago who are not in the Sanitary District, 
and residents of the latter who are notin 
the former, yet each has substantially the 
same constituency, and that one object of 
the creation of the Sanitary District was to 
enable a territory already in debt beyond the 
constitutional 5 per cent limit to issue 610, 
000,000 additional in bonds. The answer to 
that is that thereare two distinct districts 
between Evanston and the Indiaua State 
Une, and that only a part ot each is within 
the city limits, It would be impossible to 
give to the city authority to cut the chanpels 
which will be necessary to dispose of the 
sewage of both the Chicago and Calumet 
districts. Hence the necessity for the crea- 
tion of a new municipality which shall cover 
the former, In the course of time the sec- 
ond or Calumet district must be created 
which will attend to the wants of the terri- 
tory it covers. 

There are some features of the law which 
can be declared invalid without dealing it a 
fatal blow. The court may upset all the spe- 
cial assessment provisions. This would force 
the taxpayers to foot the bills for the im- 
provement of some wet lands in Cicero and 

but they would not exceed half a mull- 

ion dollars. If it were to declare thas the 
new municipality might levy taxes, but not 
issue bonds, it would lengthen the time the 
work would take and add to its cost. But it 
would not wipe out the act. If, however, in- 
stead of looking at the facts in a common- 
seuse way the Judges are caught by the tech- 
nicalities of a lawyer whose shrewdness has 
been stimulated by specially large fees, and 
"decide that it is not in tne power of the Leg- 
though the Constitution 
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stand till a new Supreme Court is elected. 
It is impossible to believe that the Supreme 


Court can reach such a destructive conclu- 


sion, greatly as it would please tne defeated 
machine men of last December. 


THE BUTT #R WORTH BILL. 

The New York Cotton Exchange is making 
@ strong protest against the passage of the 
Butterworth bill. Its President alleges that 
the enactment of such a measure would 
drive to England a large part of the specu- 
lative business now transacted in the United 
States, the inference beg that the trad- 
ing’ thus driven across the Atlantic could 
not staud the tax here and must be done 
somewhere. The statement is true in part, 
if not entirely so. Any such attempt at a 
wholesale cutting out of speculation could 
only be a topographical success. Both the 
constitution of the human mind and present 
business methods must be radically changed 
if all buying and selling of produce for fut- 
ure delivery, except that done by or from the 
farmer, be taxed to the extent of rendering 
it impossible. 

It is easy to see that the exception made in 
the case of owners of growing crops would 
amount in practice to no exception at all. 
Few capitalists would dare to make such 
purchases if forbidden by the law to resell a 
moment before the actual produce came into 
their hands. The risk in the transacuon would 
be so great as to prevent the making it unless 
on a margin of possible profit which would 
mean starvation to the seller. The grower 
of grain must perforce dole out his produce 
through the twelve months of the crop year 
as wanted by the steady march of consump- 
tion, instead of being able as now to sell it 
off at once and pay bis maturing bills. This 
because the merchant will not buy 
unless he has the opportunity of sell- 
ing the property in some market other 
than the place where it is stored, 
and the banker will not advance money on it 
unless he knows that he is free to sell the 
security instantly in case of a decline 
in value to the point at which such se- 
curity is endangered, This can only be done 
on a speculative market. Without that 
facility for quick realizing the merchant 
would buy and the banker make advaaces 
only on such wide margins of profit as would 
pinch out of the property in its passage be- 
tween the producer and consumer a far 
larger percentage than has ever been ab- 
stracted by the men who deal in futures. 
The export trade in produce, which may be 
defined as the safety-valve of the agricult- 
ural machine, would be especially hampered 
and cloggea by such proliibition, as any one 
who is familiar with foreign business can see 
at a glance. 

The bill is open to strong objection asa 
piece of attempted class legislation which 
prohibits one set of men from doing what 
others may do with impunity. But worse 
than that is the bald fact that its advocates 
are the worst foes of the men in whose in- 
terests they profess to be anxious to act. 
Those in the rear, who are pushing on their 
representatives to vote for its passage, are 
making an effort at suicide. They can only do 
so in utterignorance of the legitimate require- 
ments and methods of commercial exchanges 
by which useful commodities are transferred 
from the men who do not want them to those 
who cannot comfortably exist without them. 
Such transters van no more be made with- 
out the use of capital than the workmen 
in the city can build a house or make 
a complicated machine without assistance 
from the accumulated surplus proceeds of 
labor by thosé who have preceded him. The 
use of that capital gannot be obtained unless 
its owners have a reasonable assurance of 
profit, the estimated value of the service be- 
ing closely gauged by the facilities afforded 
for getting out of the transaction quickly if 
there be a menace of loss. Such facilities 
are offered in the markets where buying and 
selling for future aelivery are a prominent 
feature, and any tax on the operation would 
simply increase its cost to the farmer unless 
the tax were too large, im which case the 
transfer would not he made at all. 


PULLING WOOL OVER PEOPLE'S EYES, 

The report of that section of the Commit- 
tee on Ways and Means of which Maj. Me- 
Kinley is spokesman says that “the com- 
“mittee believes that the United States 
‘should produce all the wool it coneumes, 
„and that with proper defensive legislation 
“it will do so.” Its present consumption, re- 
ducing foreign manufactured goods to 
pounds, is put down at 600,000,000 pounds a 


year, which it will take a hundred million | 


sheep to furnish. The “committee regrets 
to say that the total production of the cuun- 
try is far from reaching the figure it gives.” 
There are but torty-nine million sheep, or 
half the necessary quantity. It mourns over 
an alarming decrease in production, and 
therefore recommends “advance in taxes on 
consumers, which it believes will give ample 
protection to the wool-growing farmer and 
cause the speedy doubling of his flocks,” 

The task which the committee has under- 
taken is to prepare legislation which shall 
make the raising of sheep for their wool so 
immensely profitable that the number of 
sheep shail be doubled, and the farmers east 
of the arid regions who twenty years ago 
bad thirty millions where they now have bat 
thirteen shall restock their sheep pastures. 
How does it propose to coax the farmers to do, 
this? By raising the duties on clothing and 
combing wools, which can be grown in this 
country, about one or two cents a pound—the 
present rate being 10 and 12 cents—and rais- 
ing the duties on carpet wools, which cannot 
be grown in this country, from 2 
to ite and from 5 to 8 cents a 
pound. This glittering bait it is an- 
ticipated will set the farmer to wool-grow- 
ing at such a rate that in a short time the 
$00,000,009 pounds of foreign wool imported 
in a Manufactured or unmanufactured form 
will be raised in this country. The commit 
tee says that at present a quarter of the 
whole home consumption of manufactured 
woolens consists of imported goods. It says 
that fifteen million people are now clothed in 
imported fabrics, but that with these 
slightly increased duties on wool they will 
soon be clothed in American manufactures. 

Who believes such nonsense as that adding 
a couple of cents a pound bounty tax on wool 
will produce so great an effect? Who does 
not laugh when told that fifty million sheep 
will spring into being under the fruitful in- 
fluences of this 2 cents a pound tax on wools, 
especially that on wools which cannot be 
grown in this country? 

If the committee is patriotically sincere in 


ot their bodies could be effected at not ex- 
geeding twice the present expense, which is 
only double that which the people of En- 
gland, France, and Germany pay.

MAJ. M’KINLEY AND KING BREHOBOAM. 

The State Senate of Massachusetts is made 
up of 29 Republicans and 8 Democrats, Yet 
a Boston dispatch of yesterday says: 

The Senate today adopted a resolution to Con- 
gress declaring in favor of a thorough revision of 
the tariff and the reduction of duties upon the 
raw materials of manufacturers and upon: the 
necessaries of life, so far as the same can be 
made with due regard to the laboring and manu- 
facturing interests, 

Is it not safe to follow in the path of tariff 
reduction where Massachusetts Republicans 
lead? The loyalty of that State to Republic- 
anism and protection has never been 
doubted. It is as sound on both as Ohio. 
May it not be, therefore, that the Massachu- 
setts Senators are safer guides to follow than 
Maj. McKinley? 

There also comes a note of warning from 
the West, A Washington dispatch of yester- 
day says: 

Senator Cullom today presented a petition, 
signed by oom citizens of Ohio, Indiana, IIIi- 
nois, Iowa, isconsin, Minnesota, Michigan, 
Celorado, Missouri, Arkansas, Kansas, North 
and South Dakota, Washington, proving 
that sugar, lumber, salt, binding twine and 
materials entering into it be admitted 70 a 
tariff duties; and that a cut of at least 50 per 
cent be made on all woolen, cotton, and linen 
fabrics. 

The McKinley tariff bill cannot be Woked 
on as a compliance with the request of these 
Western men any more than of those of 
Massachusetts. For his measure raises the 
duties on nearly everything it touches. It 
puts them up on wool and linen instead of 


lowering them. It seeks to galvanize life 


into the long dead linen and flax industries | 


which petered out for climatic causes. It 
puts higher duties on silk in the pretended 
expectation that American women will gen- 
erally tend silkworms, and the old Morus 
multicaulis craze may be revived. It says to 
the sheep of the land “increase and multiply 
and fill the earth, and as an inducement one 
or two cents shall be added to the price of 
every pound of your wool,” white four times 
asmuch shall be subtracted from mutton. 
It raises the duties on tiaware, crockery, 
glass, cement, and nearly every other article 
which is of universal use. 

The reply of Maj. McKinley to the Eastern 
and Western petitions reminds one of tne re- 
quest of the people of Israel to King Reho- 
boam, which was:

WRECK OF THE ITALIA, 


A Norwegian Steam dip Goes te Pieces 
on the Rocks Off Watiling’s Island. 
New York, April 18.—The steamship Fal- 
eon from Jamaica arrived today and brought 
the frst and second engineers, three passen- 
gers, and tne sailors from the Norwegian 
Steamship Italia which sailed from this port 
April 6 tor St. Ames, and was wrecked on 
the rocks off Watiing’s Isiend.

LABOR COMMISSIONER WRIGHT'S REPORT. 


Some Interesting Facts in Regard to the 
7 Conditioa of Ratiway Em ploves. 

Wasuinoton, D. C., April 18.—Carroli D. 
Wright, the Commissioner ot Labor, has 
submitted to the President for transmission 
10 Congress his fifth annual report. The 
single subject treated is railroad labor. The 
report shows that on June 30, 1889, the whole 
number of railroad corporations in the 
United States was approximately 1.718. and 
the mileage of these roads, approximately, 
156,400 miles. The number of employés on 
aliof the railroads of the country on that 
date was 689,912. 

Upon investigating the subject of the rela- 
tions ot employés and corporations as to 
aixty roads by which the real railroad busi- 
ness of the country is performed it was 
found that nimeteen roads maintain bene- 
ficiary institutions and a few pay hospital 
expenses while men injured in the service 
are being treated. A very few pay taxes 
for the support of State and county in- 


tutions. Three or four contribute 
oom relief funds, and several furnish 


club-houses for certain classes of 
employés. Six companies assert that they 
pension their superannuated empioyés and 
aiso their permanently disabled people. A 
few give superanauated employés light work 
or allow time pay; while a number make 


settlements upon the permanently disabled.

ce rmanentiy disabled em-

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SOMETHING MORE ABOUT THE ACCI- 
DENT TO THE CITY OF PARIS. 


An Engineer Describes the Appearance of 
the Engines and Other Machinery After 
the Accident—He Thinks the Trouble 
Was Not Caused by the Giving Way of 
the Engines—Demands of German Cath- 
olics—General Foreiga News.

Lonpox, April 18.—Naval men and pract'- 

cal engineers have never yet been satisfied 
what was the cause of the collapse of the en- 
gines of the City of Paris. The explanation 
offered by the company is altogether iosufii- 
cient to men famiiiar with the working of 
ships. Some days ago a practical engineer 
who saw the Paris @ few hours after she was 
dry-docked said: “The world may depend 
upon it the reasons already given for the acci- 
dent to the engines are not the true ones. 
The facts are the machinery utterly col- 
lapsed. The cast-iron platform of the en- 
gines gave way altogether, and everything 
went to pieces. The engine platform was de- 
fective in construction and the sustaining 
power was much weakened by the arrange- 
ment of the pipes underneath it.“ 

The Vngincer, published today, contains an 
illustrated article by an expert, who was per- 
mitted to inspect the vessel, which bears out 
these views. The writer says: “We ex- 
amined the engine-room carefully before 
anything had been removed. The result of 
the examina uon was tosbow that everything 
that could be broken had been broken. What 
could not be broken was bent, twisted, or 
distorted. Nothing so complete in the way 
ofa breakdown has before been seen. The 
explosion of a great shell might work such 
havoc in an ironclad. Decending to the 
crank platform, crawling under and elimb- 
ing over the heap of fragments,we find some 
curious things. The top cylinder cover 
seems to be at the bottom of er- 
erything. The A frames have apparently 
disappeared bodily. The connecting rod 
is still coupled to the crank-vin, the big end 
intact, but the r atout fourteen inches in 
diameter in the middle, is bent. The piston- 
rod and cross-head are stiil coupled to the 
connecting-rod and lie folded back along the 
tail-rod, which is bent like abit of wire 
neariy ina semicircle. One side of the con- 
deuser has been torn out, the tubes are all 
displaced, a mee many of them flattened; 
the air vump levers are literally rolled up 
like bits of ribbon On the side of the cylin- 
der is a great crack, but the metal still holds 
together in a way to demonstrate its 
toughness in no ordinary degree. But the 
ruin is not confined to the ergine-room. The 
great screw shaft, 2) feet in diameter and over 
100 feet long has been ripped up out of its 
bearings from one eud of the screw tunnel 
to the other and dropped back again. All the 
cap bolts are smasbed. A great rent is torn 
in the buikhead where the shaft pasaed 
through it. Tue inch steel plate has 
been bent and buckled like a bit of paper. 
The samushing of the condenser was followed 
by an enormous rush of water into the en- 
gine room. 

As to the cause of the accident the experts 
are satisfied that something in the engine did 
not give way first, but that the sequence of 
events was as follows: 

The brass liner on the tail shaft burst; 
then the lignum vite strips were torn out; 
then the tail shaft ground away the finer in 
the stern bracket; then the steel shaft 
— away itself and the bracket and shaft 

ropped; then the continual bending action 
which took place resulted in the shaft break- 
ing just where it came out of the steam tube.

Breritn, April 18.—During the discussion 
of the Public Worship estimates in the 
Lower House of the Prussian Diet today Dr. 
Windthorst, the leader of the Clerical party, 
asked for the creation of a Catholic section 
in the Ecclesiastical Affairs Department; a 
settlement of the question relative to the 
appointment of priests; the abrogation of 
the sperrgesetz, by which priests in certain 
cases are deprived of their stipends; a super- 
vision of the schools by priests; the free ad- 
mission of Catholic religious orders into 
Prussia, and the prohibition of the use of 
Catholic churches by Old Catholics. 

Dr. von Gossler, Minister of Ecclesiastical 
Affairs, in reply to Dr. Windthorst, said that 
the Government could not comniy with the 
demands of the Cilericals. Particular de- 
nominations, he declared, could noi claim to 
de represented in the Ministry. Catholic 
matters were attended to by Catholic officials, 
In affairs affecting the schools ana univer- 
sities the opinions of the Catholic leaders 
were taken.

The City in Its Usual Financial Condition 
Plenty of Money in Bight—No Necessity 
of Delsyiog Proposed Improvemeats—

—Ald. Jackson's Mistake. 

At the meeting of the Council Finance 
Committee yesterday afternoon some of the 
Cregierites started a false alarm to this 
effect: ‘ rhe city stands in a far from pros- 
perous condition financially just at present. 
Not a dollar can be collected or put to use of 
the amount appropriated under the bill for 
1890 until the latter end of December or the 
early part of January, and the city will have 
to be run from now until the tax levy begins 
to come in on money taken from the general 
fund, licenses, and other miscellaneous 
sources.“ s 

This is nothing unusual. In fact it is the 

rule. There is a surplus in the 
Treasury of $1,779,000 accordmg to the 
Mayor’s statement in his annual message. 


Over $1,000,000 will be taken in as saioon and 
dog licenses before June 1. Other miscel- 


laueous funds will be available before August 


and 3 property taxes will begin to 
come in about the latter part of November. 
The State school fund to pay teachers will 
be available about Sept. 1. Cullerton has 
been misleading Cregier and the boys of 
the Finance Committee. 

There is not the least danger of return to 
scrip, as Cregier gloomily predicts, if he but 
performs his duty honestiy. There will be 
no occasion, either, to postpone improve- 
ments unless it is desired to use the public 
money for private or Democratic political 
purposes. 

Commissioner Purdy thinks that work 
cannot be commenced on the sewers this 
year until after the assessment has. been 
made and part of it collected, entailing a 
delay of nearly a year. City Engineer 
Cheney has suggested that the princi- 
pal owners of property benefited by 
sewers provided for under the ordinance be 
notified of the improvement ordered and re- 
quested to confer with each other with a view 
to determine the proportion of the expense 
that ought to be borne by each, and then ad- 
vancing the necessary amount, thus saving 
themselves the expense of valuation,-assess- 
ment, etc., and obtaining their sewers a year 
earlier than if they wait for the usual routine 
to be gone through. 

All this is nonsense. The contractors, as 
a rule, take their chances and wait for the 
collections. This is the case in reference to 
street pavements.

Adoption of Resolutions in Favor of Inter- 
national Arbitration. 

Wasurneton, D. C., April 18—At the ses- 
sion of the Pan-American Conference this 
afternoon the report of the Committee on 
General Welfare, recommending arbitration, 
was discussed. Mr. Blaine, who had been 
absent at a Cabinet meeting, came inte the 
conference-room late in 3

MR. WANAMAKER MAKES A PROTEST. 


We Disapproves the Proposition to Shorten 
Post-Office Employes’ Hours. 

New Tonk, April 18.—/[sSpecial.]—The 
Herald Washington special says: Post- 
master-General Wanamaker strongly dis- 
approves the proposition to limit the 
hours of work of clerks and em- 
ployés in first, second, and third 
class post-offices to eight hours, with 
additional compensation for extra service. 
In a letter addressed to Gen. Bingham, Chair- 
man of the House Post-Office Committee, Mr. 
Wanamaker shows the number of empioyés 
in 102 first class offices to be 6,081, in 517 sec- 
ond class offices 1,877, and in 1,208 third class 
offices 1,208, makimg a total of 1,827 
offices, employing an aggregate force 
of 9,116 people. To these clerks 
and employés a yearly compensation of §$6,- 
525,277 1s The Postmaster-General 
writes that present clerks and employés 
work on an average of twelve hours a day. 
To limit the hours of labor to eight hours per 
day would therefore involve an additional 
compensation for each person for each class

BARGES AT OGDENSBURG. 


The Vermont Central Making a Bid fer a 
Share of the Heavy Export Traffic by 
Way of Montreal—A Corner In Ocean 
Freights from That Port to Head Of 
the New Route—No Signs of Lake Su- 
perior Being Opened for Navigation at 
_ the Sanit, 


Some sharp bidding for a lot of 200,000 bushels 
ofcorn for export yesterday revealed that there 
had been a new route established in that traffic. 
It u by lake vessels to Ogdensburg, and thence 
to Montreal by St. Lawrence river barges. The 
Ogdensburg Transit company, the lake end of 
the Vermont Central, has made the route to 
meet the competition of the barge lines trans- 
ferring their grain at Kingston. By May 15 the 
Vermont Central will have its new million- 
bushel elevator at Ogdensburg ready for grain, 
giving a total eleyator capacity of 1,500,000 bush- 
els there. A large fleet of river barges has been 
built or chartered to oarry the grain from Og- 
densburg to Montreal. The barge lines running 
from Kingston have no elevators, the grain being 
unloaded from the lake vessels directly into the 
barges, which are in turn unloaded directly into 
ocean steamships at Montreal. The new route 
will give ten days’ storage at Ogdensburg and do 
the transferring at one-fourth cent a bushel, the 
rate now charged at Kingston for transferring 
only. In this way the holding of grain in barges 
at Montreal awaiting the arrival of the steamer 
and the difficulty of at all times having barges to 
unload lake vessels at Kingston will both be 
avoided, Grain can be sent forward from here 
atany time and held at Ogdensburg until the 
ocean steamer is reported, the trip down the St. 
Lawrence to Montreal taking but three days. 
The lake freight is a quarter of a cent higher to 
Ogdensburg than to Kingston, but this is more 
than made up in the extraseventy-five miles be- 
tween Ogdensburg and Kingston the barges must 
be towed when taking cargoes from the latter 


point. 

To head off the new rovte the Montreal Trans- 
portation company, operating between Kingston 
and Montreal, bought here some days ago about 
400,000 bushels of corn for export on its own ac- 
count. Canadian vessels to carry the grain to 
Kingston have been chartered for the full 
amount, the boats including the Algonquin, 
Rosedale, and several tows on their way here. 
Irwin, Green & Co. also chartered the Cuba and 
Alma Monro direct to Montreal.

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MUSIO AND DRAMA. 


Dr. Hans von Bülow gave the third con- 
cert of his Beethoven cyclus last evening at Cen- 
tral Music-Hall before u large and appreciative 
audience. The intellectual quality of the listen- 
ers was unmistakable from the number who 
brought with them scores of the sonatas for the 
purpose of following the pianist as he 
played. The program was a great one, including, 
as it did, the sonata, op. 53.in C major; the Au- 
dante favori, the sonatu in F sharp major, op. 
78, the Fantasie, op. 7, and the last three sona- 
tas ofthe great master, works which are but 
rarely played, both because of their great tech- 
nical difficulty and the deep insight required for 
their proper interpretation. The task which Dr. 
von Bülow set himself in this program was one of 
extraordinary magnitude, and he carried his un- 
dertaking toa most successful issue, making a 
profound impression upon his hearers by means 
of these masterworks of the great composer and 
his own superb interpretations, in which noth- 
ing of the subject matter was sacrificed for the 
purpose of personal display. It was Beethoven 
w spoke to the audience, 80 far 
as an interpretative artist could enable 
him to do so, and in this respect and in the ripe- 
ness of scholarship and appreciation brought to 
the task in hana Dr. von Bülow surpasses all 
pianists. The conditions of musical taste of the 
present are such that it is extremely unlikely 
that another such interpreter as Beethoven will 
arise for the reason that few, if any, 
pianists among the rising generation will devote 
themselves with such earnestaess to an exhaust- 
ive study of musical creations in which success 
is only to be achieved atthe price of entirely 
subordinating the performer and his individual- 
ity to the requirements of the works preserted 
in order that the admiration maybe bestowed 
upon the work rather than theinterpreter. Few 
pianists of the present day are sufficiently self- 
sacrificing for such a thing. 

This afternoon at 8 o'clock the last recital of 
the series will take place, the program inciuding 
the sonata in A major, op. 101; that in B major. 
op. 106; the Sonata Characteristique,” Les 
adieux, l’absence et le retour (E flat major, op. 
81), and the thirty-three variations ona waltz by 
Anton Diabell. 

At the Columbia Theater last evening the 
Boston Ideals performed Carmen for the 
first time this season, Mme. Pauline L’ Allemand 
taking the title réle, with Miss Jenny Cores as 
thej peasant girl Micaela, Mr. Frank Baxter as 
Don José, W. H. Mertens as the Torea- 
dor, and Miss Bella Tomlins as Mercides. 
It is understood that Mme. L’ Allemand 
has sung the part of Carmen more than 150 times 
in Germany with great success, at least one 
prominent musical critic pronouncing it her 
greatest impersonation. Her appearance last 
night was therefore watchea with especial inter- 
est. Her work was superbly dramatic and 
characteristic, for she thoroughly identified her- 
self with the r6le, looking and acting the gypsy 
girlto perfection, and imparting aspice of re- 
fined wickedness which was fascinating in the 
extreme, so, under the circumstances, one could 
feel no surprise at the infatuation of Don José. 
Vocally her work was thoroughly artistic,fevery 
phrafe being carefully considered in its relation 
to the whole and adapted to the purposes of 
dramatic delineation with rare intelligence. No 
soprano who has been heard here in the part 
has given it with such archness, grace, and 80 
many refinements of interpretation. At the close 
of the second act she was twice recalled, and 
after the last act there was an exceptional display 
of enthusiasm, culminating in shouts of applause. 
The operas for today are: Matinée, “Faust”; 
evening. Bohemian Girl.” A special and extra 
performance of Carmen has been arranged 
for Sunday evening as a testimonial to Mme, 
L’ Allemand, in which she will again be seen in 
the title r6le.

This arrangement has the ad- 
vantage that if any rupture occurs 
in the boiler the steam and water 
from that one boiler only will be biown out, 
the check-valve preventing the steam in the 
main pipe from entering. This idea is car- 
ried out through the entire plant, so that any 
one boiler can be cut out and not permit its 
absence to affect the others or the pressure 
on the mains. 

Water for the boilers is supplied from the 
Croton mains. The meters measure the 
supply. The water of condensation is re- 
moved autom: ly by a steam trap and re- 
turned to the “er-house through another 
system of pi called return water-pipes. 
This, with water from the Croton mains, 
is collected in two great drums and thence 
injected into the boilers on the four floors 
above. 

With coal at, aay. a ton some idea of the 
daily expense of running tbe big bouler- 
house can be given. The twelve boilers now 
in service burn about 430 tons of coal in 
twenty-four hours, costing $1,290. With the 
wages of Superintendent M A. Lawton and 
his office force, the firemen, blacksmiths, 
S000 etc., the daily expense approximates 


II. 
Laying the Street Mains. 

When the steam company got into the 
streets to lay its mains the real difficulties of 
the situation became apparent. All sorts of 
legal obstacles were thrown in its way. With 
these finaliy overcome new ones of another 
nature were presented, and the engineers 
were sometimes at their wits’ ends. Difii- 
culties were experienced in laying the mains 
on account of the numerous lines of pipes 
which already undermine the city. A dia- 
gram in the company’s office of tne under- 
ground work at the intersection of Nassau 
and Wall streets shows twenty-seven sys- 
tems of pipes, sewage, and catch-basins. 

But toe pipes were finally laid, and al- 
though the earlier system used was radically 
defective it has been repaired until now it is 


‘giving satisfactory service. There are fre- 


quent complaints in the newspapers about 
tearing up the streets to make repairs to 
these old pipes; but to leave them aftera 
leak is developed would make the situation 
infinitely worse. 

1e two vertical drums in the boiler-house 
enable steam to be taken to the street by two 
routes, so that leaks on either can be re- 

during the night without interrupting 
the supply to the streets. The street mains 
vary from sixteen inches in diameter to six, 
and the service pipes are most'y three inches 
in diameter. In most cases the pipes are 
supported in the bovtom of a trench, brick 
walls being built up at either side and cov- 
ered with planking. and.roofing materia) so 
as to leave aspace of from three to four 
inches about them on all sides, in which 
minerai wool is placed in buik. 

Experiments have shown that mmeral

III. 
What It Costs the Public. 

The steam of the company 1s sold at a fixed 
rate per thousand als (a kal being the 
equivalent of one pound of water evaporated 
into steam). The charge for steam is based 
principally on the direct use of the same by 
meter. There are, however, other charges, 
usually of a minor character, depending on 
the condition of supply. 

The meter charge for the regular supply of 
steam used is in general a definite rate pee 
thousand kals, based on the average weekly 
consumption during the month in accordance 
w.th a graduated scale of prices of the com- 
pany, of which the following is an abstract:

In determining the saving which the user 
of steam from a central plant can effect 
General Manager F. H. Prentiss of the New 
York Steam company has this to say: 

“It must be borne in mind that in a great 
many cases the actual saving is measured as 
much by extra convenience as by the differ- 
ence between the company’s charges and his 
own expenses for making steam. 

“I know of one building where the large 
office immediately above their boilers rents 
for $10,000 a year, but the heat of the boilera 
in summer time is 80 great as to render the 
office untenantable. In such a case the price 
oi steam cuts but a small figure.

INSURANCE FOR THE WORKING CLASSES. 


Provisions fer a Measure That Is to Be 
Presented to the Canadian Parliament. 
Orrawa, Out., April 18.—[Special.|/—The 

Hon. J. A. Chapieau, Secretary of State, bas 

matured a scheme of insurance for the work- 

ing classes which will, if they take advantage 
of it, insure them a competence in their old 
age, and it will be presented io Parliament 
shortiy as a Government measure and be 
pushed through this session if possible. Mr. 

Chapleau nas studied the German and French 

systems closely, and his scheme is said to m- 

clade whe best features of both. The follow- 

ing is the substance of the provisions of the 
proposed measure: 
Persons desirous of providing annuities 


The annuity may take one of two shapes. It 
may consist the interest on the de- 
posit, In which case the deposit itself 
18 over to the hdirs on the depositor’s 
death, or the annuity is paid to the deposit- 
or on @ scale calculated from both the inter-

The 
smallest payments if continued for a nfetime 
will amoly protect the insured in oid age.

Nuw York, April 18.— [Special.] —It would 
be u difficuit task to find a more disgusted 
set of men than those that congregate within 
the four walls of the Stock Exchange. For 
months they have been watching and wait- 
Few have been living im the broad 
sense of the word, and nearly all whose 
business brings them into the world of 
finance and railroad securities express them- 
selves in no unmistakable terms when the 
subject of business is broached. 

There is no legitimate or even plausibie 
reason for the present stagnation. From a 
business standpoint, conditions, superficially 
speaking, appear to be all right. The farm- 
ers, asa rule, are richer than any other 
class, though some have mortgages on their 
homesteaas. Railroad returns continue 
to make surprisingly good show.ngs, indicat- 
ing both extensive travei and large freight 
movements, both of which have fora founda- 
tion mopey. Nevertheless, many stock- 
brokers are starving. There are plenty of 
firms that have from three to five partners, 
all members of the board, who are not 
handling 100 shares of. stock a day. Mem- 
berships at $20,000—$100,000, in addition to a 
stipulated daily balance in the bank of $100,- 
000. This makes $200,000 lying idle, besides 
which office expenses are not being made. 
Why is it thus? The solution seems to be 
that all who watch the financial barometer 
are satisfied that a change is coming. They 
know instinctively that the outside element, 
so essential to the welfare and. salvation of 
Wall streetin particular and to the country 
in general, will put in ao appearance, and

It is conceded that the immediate future of 
the market, depends to a greater extent than 
was supposed a short time ago upon mone- 
tary considerations.

Every calamity, disaster, 
pestilence, catastrophe, grievance, evil, and 
adversity that itis possible to imagine has 
taken place. At present prices, most of the 
railroad shares dealt in on the New York 
Stock Exchange have discounted, and double 
discounted, all the business suspensions, 
State laws and cutting of railroad rates that 
are likely to take place.

The only fear is that the rampant 
speculation which is surely coming wul 
eventually cause some disaster. Give the 
bulis an opportunity to advance prices and 
we shali see how quickly they will have a 
large following. 

Ine best informed and most iu fſuen tial 
Stock Exchange houses—concerns which 
bave invaluabie channels of informauon— 
take a rather pessimistic view of the rate 
situation. Jones, Kennett & Hopkins say, 
referring to this subject: It is a bold step 
on the part of the Union Pacific to antagon- 
ize so many big corporations as they have 
done by their contract with the Northwest- 
ero, and it means a iarge tonn and low 
rates. Until the operation of the law of 
the survival of the fittest, or rather the de- 
struction of the weakest, radical changes 
can be established, it is evident no general 
buying Movement on the part of the Amer- 
ican public can be expected in the immediate 
future. Our imports are large, our exports 
are small; the debit’ balance to Europe will 
be still further increased during the next 
three months by liberal expenditures of 
American tourists in Europe, and nothing 
can prevent a large export of gold except 
free buying and shipmentof American se- 
curities to London and the continent.”

Arkansas City is, in low water, practically 
built on stiits.

While the water is from two to 
three feet deep in the stores and over the 
plank walks, it is from seven to ten feet deep 
along the gutters and in the middie of the 
streets.

portion remains visible. Along the main 
thoroughfares, which there are 
but four, planks laid on top of crossbars 
nailed to uprights set in the ground brings 
the pedestrian at a level with the show win- 
dows in the stores. In some places the board 
walks have floated. They are moored by 
ropes and do duty still as serviceable sice- 
walks. Between the levee and tue stores 
on the front street large logs that have come 
in as driftwood from the woods back of the 
town are ‘used for crossing purposes. The 
boulevard is the top of the dirt sacks which 
form a temporary levee iu front of the town, 
two feet broad and three-fourths of a mile 
— beaten hard by the pressure of many 
eet. 
Below the city about one mile fs a large 
red building standing among the trees. It 
is a cotton compress building about 100 feet 
square in whi about 800 colored persons 
are sheltered. These peopie have saved con- 
siderable of their goods, and, under the cir- 
cumstances, are very comfortable. Those 
who have not saved anything are being 
heiped by their more fortunate neighbors. 
The interior of this compress building 
is a sight. Across the wide sloping 
platform which leads up to ite main en- 
trance half a score of ciothes-hnes fluttered 
garments of all sizes, shapes, and colors 
when the boat was rowed up to it yesterday 
afternoon. Inside the place was alive with 
a densely-packed colored population. Parti- 
tions of quilts and comforters, in all we | 
of dilapidawon, had been made, and behind 
these “shake downs,” consisting of ticks 
stuffed with hay, piles of buriap bags 
were spread. They were not, as may be im- 
agined, in a state of immaculate cleanliness.

At the 
saine time there is continued evidence of an 
actual increase over last year in the volume 
of business transacted. Wheat was started 
upward by reports of injury in winter wheat 
States. At New York the sales have been 
124,000,000 bushels, probably the largest 
week’s transactions on record. Corn has 
advanced “in sympathy ’’ & cents and oats 
13% cents. Oil has advanced 44 cents with 
out Known occasion. Pork has risen $2 per 
barrel. 

_ Phere is not a corresponding improvement 
in the industrial condition. Wool has been 
firmer at Boston, without change in price, 
and v dull and inactive at New York and 
Philadelphia. In the goods market no im- 
provement is seen. Cotton manufacture does 
not thrive the better for the advance in the 
material, with goods unchanged in price, 
and print cloths only 3.3 cents for 64s. The 
boot and shoe industry 1s clearly tariving 
and leather and hides are both a shade firm- 
er and in more active demand. But the 
eight-hour strikes im many cities have al- 
ready arrested all building operations, and 
are expected to extend, so that the market 
for glass is already affected unfavorably, and 
also the demand for structural iron. The 
iron business shows no improvement. In 
steel rails large orders are pending, and it is 
thought they can be placed at $38. Bar iron 
is dull and depressed. 

Substantially all the reports from other 
cities give an encouraging record of the 
state of business. At Boston improvement 
continues; retail dry-goods trade is large, 
and causes better jobbing trade, and domes- 
tic hides are higher. At Philadelphia there 
is especial activity in drugs and chemicals, 
and the last week was the best for a iong 
tame in groceries. Cnicago rope te the usual 
o= increase in the movement of grain and 

ressed beef, lake shipments of grain being 
double last year’s, and dry-goods sales fully 
equal to last year’s, while ciotni falls 
behind, but is fairly satisfactory 
Coliections there are generally good. St. 
Louis also notes improvement, fairly prompt 
collections and wons of a good spring 
trade. At nearly ali other Western points 
similar favorable reports are made, and St. 
Faul notes that recent rains help farmers aud 
seeding is going on rapidly.

This is apparently the second edition of 
this unique collection ef poems. It is diffi- 
cult to make out quite the author's idea of 
the laws governing poetry. Certajniy rhyme 
and meter are to him of secondary impor- 
tance as compared to matter, and where 
they hamper his expression he flings all 
consideration of them to the winds and, 
borrowing great quantities of poetic license 
from the unused stores of other poets, 
rhymes love with enough,“ “ reproach ”’ 
with lodge,“ and fruit“ with “ imbued.” 
Of brave Kate Shelley he writes:

Incidentally 
in the histories of thé European countries, 
and particularily those on the Med- 
iterrancan Sea, we read of the out- 
rages by the Corsairs, but without a very 
clear idea of them or their origin. The firstelf- 
fectual resistance these pirate received was
